F a llo n o f Maine became ac­ 
quainted with Edward Jo nes, an ex so ldier, 
while bo th were inmates o f a New Yo rk lio sr 
pital in 1887. 
Fallo n assumed the name o f 
Jo nes and filed a claim fo r a pensio n. 
The 
genuine Jo nes is already draw ing a pensio n. 
Co mmissio ner Tanner disco v ered Fallo n’s 
frau d, which had secured him admissio n to 
the So ldiers’ Ho me at Tagus, and caused his 
arrest. 
Yesterday he was tried and co nv icted, 
and Ju dge Webb sentenced him to state 
prlso u fo r three years.

The same increase go es to the men 
em plo yed o n the slate sco ws. 
It is feared 
that the $ 600,000 appro priated fo r lengthen­ 
ing the canal Jo cks will he insufficient fo r any 
useful purpo se. The |aw is expected to wo rk 
demo ralizatio n iu all labo r emplo yments. 
Ev en the farmers alo ng the canal are being 
inju rio u sly affected by it. 
The respo nsibility 
fo r this demago gic measure sho uld be equally 
div ided between the Legislature that passed 
it and the Go v erno r who sigpgd it. 


Jo h n sto w n , Pa., Ju ne 12.—The bo ro ugh 
o f Jo hnsto w n and the surro u nding to wns are 
no w u nder military rule. 
At 7 o ’clo ck this 
m o rning General Hastings to o k charge, and 
so ldiers were placed o n gu ard at all the co m­ 
missary statio ns and mo rgues. 
A slight rain 
fell all m o rning, and the City presents a mo st 
dismal appearance. 
E v erything is turmo il 
and co nfusio u, and little o r no wo rk is being 
do ne. 
F o r the first time since the wo rk has 
co mmenced the men seem fagged o ut and are 
no t in a hu rry to set to wo rk. 
Ho wev er, all 
the men at the mo rgues and the Relief Co m­ 
mittees are still hard at wo rk. 
The sufferers 
were at the co mmissary statio ns as early as 
usual this m o rning and sto o d aro und in the 
rain fo r 
sev eral ho urs befo re 'th ey were 
serv ed. 
They hav e the same distressed lo o k 
as they hav e had ev er since the flo o d, and as 
days ro ll by they do no t seem to liv en up 
any. 
In fact the peo ple here, that is the res­ 
idents, are ju st co mmencing to realize fully 
the terrible o rdeal they hav e go ne thro ugh. 
The excitem ent has kept them up, hut no w 
that it is dying o ut, they are co nscio us o f the 
situatio n, and it is feared suicides will fo l­ 
lo w. 
Fo r the first time since the calamity the 
peo ple are talking o f their financial lo sses.

o f the Co unty wo uld he at the dispo sal o f the 
Ju ry and witnesses who wo uld no t testify 
sho uld he made to do so . There are o nly two 
Irishmen o n the panel, W. J. Quaa and Jo hn 
O’Neill. 
Mr. Quan is a well kno wn who le­ 
sale gro cer, and Mr. O’Neill was fo rm erly 
Co unty Co mmissio ner. 
The salesman in 1 lev el’s fu rnitu re sto re, 
who so ld the fu rnitu re which was fo und in 
the co ttage where Cro nin was murdered, has 
seen a pho to graph o f Jo hn J. Maro ney, no w 
under arrest in New-Yo rk, and says he is u n­ 
do ubtedly the man who bo ught it. 
Alexander Sulliv an declined to see callers 
at the jail this m o rning, except his law part­ 
ners. 
No ne o f the ho rde o f curio sity-seekers, 
who , o n o ne pretext o r ano ther, gained ad­

GOLD FOUND JLN- MONTANA. 


The verdict of the Coroner’s jury in the 
Cronin case was reached at half-past ten 
o’clock last night, and in fifteen minutes 
afterwards Alexander Suilivan was under ar- 
rest without hail for murder. Yesterday 
John Maroney and Charles McDonald were 
arrested in New York for the Cronin mur­ 
der, on a telegraphic order from State’s At­ 
torney Jjongenecker. Maroney is a dry 
goods peddler and McDonald a blacksmith, 
and both have borne good characters in New 
York, 


E d w a h d F a llo n of Maine became ac­ 
quainted with Edward Jones, an ex soldier, 
while both were inmates of a New York hos.- 
pital in 1887. Fallon assumed the uame of 
Jones and filed a claim for a pension. The 
genuine Jones is already drawing a pension. 
Commissioner Tanner discovered Fallon’s 
fruud, which had secured him admission to 
the Soldiers’ Home ot Tagus, and caused his 
arrest. Yesterday he was tried and convicted, 
find Judge Webb sentenced him to state 
prison for three years. 


T h e $2-a-day law, signed a few days ago 
by Gov. Hill, will, it is ascertained, increase 
thejcost of maintaining the canals about $300, 
000 a year. The legal day on state work is 8 
hours, and locktenders and others have bepn 
working 12 hours a day for $30 to $35 
month. Now their pay goes up to $90 a 
month.

It is feared 
that the $600,000 appropriated for lengthen 
ing the cana) Jocks will he insufficient for any 
useful purpose. The Jaw is expected to work 
demoralization in all labor employments 
Even the farmers along the canal are being 
injuriously affected by it. The responsibility 
for th}» demagogic measure should be equally 
divided between the Legislature that passed 
it and the Governor who sigpgd it. 


J o h n st o w n , Pa., June 12.—The borough 
of Johnstown and the surrounding towns are 
now under military rule. At 7 o'clock this 
morning General Hustings took charge, and 
soldiers were placed on guard at all the com­ 
missary stations and morgues. A slight rain 
fell all morning, and the City presents a most 
dismal appearance. Everything is turmoil 
and confusion, and little or no work is being 
done. For the first time since the work has 
commenced the men seem fagged out and are 
not in a hurry to get to work. However, all 
the men at the morgues and the Relief Com­ 
mittees are still hard at work. The sufferers 
were at the commissary stations as early as 
usual this morning and stood around in the 
rain for several hours before ‘they were 
served. They have the same distressed look 
as they have had ever since the flood, and as 
days roll by they do not seem to liven up 
any. In fact the people here, that is the res­ 
idents, ure just commencing to realize fully 
the terrible ordeal they have gone through. 
The excitement has kept them up, hut now 
that it is dying out, they are conscious of the 
situation, and it is feared suicides will fol­ 
low. For the first time since the calamity the 
people are talking of their financial losses. 
On all sides one can hear mercliantsexclnim : 
“It is no use ; we will never recover from 
this ; we have lost everything.” The Pitts­ 
burg whole ale merchants, who are here, are 
trying to comfort them, and are offering the 
old merchants inducements to start up again. 
A circular has been received by these men 
from several Pittsburg merchants offering 
them all the credit they want. All the la­ 
borers employedj by Bootli & Flvnn and 
all the volunteer and other workmen were 
paid off at the Club House this morning by 
the Finance Committee. Over 4,000 men 
surrounded the place. The pay roll amounted 
to $90,000. General Ilastiugs states that the 
work of clearing away the debris under the 
direction of the State will commence in earnest 
to-morrow. James McKnight, of Pittsburg, 
has been selected as one of the contractors 
and he will have 2,000 men at work to-mor­ 
row morning. An Altoona contractor and 
two other contractors from the eastern end of 
the State have also been selected to do work 
for the State. The contractor sent here trom 
Maryland by Governor Beaver has beeu left 
out in the cold. 
General Hastings, in an interview this 
morning, said: 
“ I have now taken 
charge of this work 
and it will lie 
ork in earnest and not on paper. 
The time for red tape foolishness is 
past and I intend to push this work to a fin­ 
ish, no matter who it pleases or displeases. 
I have been placed in such a position that I 
m proceed expeditiously, and I propose to

C h ic a g o , June 12.—The only incident at 
the Sullivan residence after the carriage, eon 
taining Sullivan as ,a prisoner, had been 
driven away last night was that half a dozen 
individuals who hud been posted in dark 
corners completely surrounding tlie house 
were seen to come out of their hiding places 
and quickly disappear from the neighborhood. 
They were “ shadows” who hud dogged 
every step of Sullivan for weeks, and their 
work was now ended. 
A special Grand Jury to deal with the 
Cronin case was impauelled this morning in 
Judge Shepard’s Court. In addressing the 
jury Judge Shepard said he expected a full, 
exhaustive and impartial investigation of the 
murder of Dr. Cronin, The entire resources 
of the County would be at the disposal of the 
Jury and witnesses who would not testify 
should be made to do so. There are only two 
Irishmen on the panel, W. J. Quaa and John 
O’Neill. Mr. Quan is a well-known whole­ 
sale grocer, and Mr. O’Neill was formerly 
County Commissioner. 
The salesman in Revel’s furniture store, 
who sold the furniture which was found in 
tbe cottage where Cronin was murdered, has 
seen a photograph of John J. Maroney, now 
under arrest in New-York, and says he is un­ 
doubtedly the man who bought it. 
Alexander Sullivan declined to see callers 
at the jail this morning, except his law part­ 
ners. None of the horde of curiosity-seekers, 
who, on one pretext or another, gained ad­ 
mittance to the cage, were able to get a

Gov. Hill has declared liis unwilling ness to 
g o down to history as the W hisky Governor 
of the state of New Y ork. 
W e sincerely 
hope that the Governor will m anag e to escape 
this odious distinction. 
He has yet two years 
and a half in office,fand this is am ple time 
for an active and sag acious man who has had 
the m isfortune to m ake mistakes, to place 
him self rig ht before the people. 
All g ood 
citizens, w hether Republicans, Democrats or 
Prohibitionists, have a larg er stake in the wel­ 
fare of the state, and especially in the protec­ 
tion of the public peace and m orality, than 
they have in the political overthrow or ad­ 
vancem ent of Gov. H ill’s fortunes. 
If there­ 
fore he shall win the confidence of his con­ 
stituents and wi[>c out the discreditable rec­ 
ord that has made him apprehensive of g oing 
dow n to history in disg race, nobody will re­ 
g ret any advantag e that he may derive from 
it.

But the liq uor interest issued its orders to the 
Governor, and he in turn took com m and of 
the Democrats in the Leg islature.

vote was taken Deacon Stevens of Schoharie 
was the only Democrat who supported it, 
and

the next election. 
T he G overnor wrote a 
partisan veto, his objection being that it ap ­ 
plied only to the Dem ocratic cities of New 
Y ork and Brooklyn while the Republican 
localities were carefully exem pted. 
And yet 
only the two cities named had asked for it. 
Then the ag itation spread, and all parts of 
the state called for hig h license. 
The Crosby 
bill of 1838 was made uniform and appli­ 
cable to all parts of the state; every objec­ 
tion presented by the Governor in his veto 
was carefully om itted from the new bill. 
Y et once more there was only one Democrat 
who dared support i t — Bag ley of Greene, 
who has since been left out of public life. 
T he w hisky power continued to hold its g rip 
upon the Governor, and the Governor con­ 
tinued to w hip in the m embers of his party. 
T his bill passed, and the Governor ag ain is 
sued his veto. 
He objected that the licenses 
were too hig h, and talked about the need of 
codifying the laws, and sug g ested a commis 
sion for this work and also to prepare a new 
bill. 
T he Leg islature accepted the sug g estion 
and a commission was appointed. 
It pre­ 
pared a bill which was not a hig h license bill 
at all, thoug h it slig htly raised the license 
fees and made the present law more rcstrie 
tive. 
It is still a q uestion in m any of the 
most intellig ent m inds in the state, w hether 
the liq uor trade would not have received 
g reater benefit than injury from its enact 
m ent. 
As a compromise measure, calculated 
to satisfy all interests and all opinions, it 
probably could not have been im proved. To 
m eet more nearly the tem perance sentiment 
of the state the Vedder tax bill w as passed as 
a separate measure. 
Betw een these two bills 
the Governor could have taken his choice 
he was not expected to approve them both 
lie vetoed them both, and made for himself 
a record w hich is now filling him w ith alarm 
lie could have escaped this record by sig ning 
either of the tw-o bills. 
He could have g iven 
an overw helm ing contradiction to the boast 
m ade in the convention of the State Liq uor 
D ealers’ Association, th at no measure of 
w hich the liq uor men disapproved would 
ever be sig ned by Gov. Hill. 
W e repeat there is yet tim e, in the remain 
ing tw o years and a half of H ill’s term , to 
escape the odious distinction of N cw -Y ork’: 
W hisky Governor. 
Unless lie does this the 
liq uor interest will become the ruler of the 
state, just as Tam m any becam e in Tw eed’ 
tim e. 
T he trade will be made practically 
free, laws for the punishm ent of offenders 
will be nullified, the Sabbath will be obliter 
atcd, and the people will find their taxes 
m ultiplied throug h the swelling of the vol 
time of vice and crime. 
T here is no doubt 
th at the Governor's policy is streng thening 
the Dem ocratic party very rapidly.

W hen high 
license la gan to lie agitated in New York 
city in IHS' it had the supi>ort of the New 
York Nun, World, lit raid, 
Tina*. Stoat* 
Z fitung, and the Brooklyn Kaglt, all Dem 
ocratic papers, and the Republican press was 
equally unanimous. 
The first Crosby bill, 
introduced and pawned that year, was pre­ 
pared in the councils of a num ber of non­ 
partisan a -ociations. 
It was a bill for New 
York and Brooklyn, the agitation not then 
having reached out into the rural districts. 
But the liquor inte rest issued its orders to the 
Governor, and he in turn took com m and of 
the Democrat* in the Legislature. 
W hen a 
vote was taken Deacon Stevens of Schoharie 
was the only Democrat who supinated it, 
and 
lie 
was 
left 
at 
home 
ut 
the next election. 
T he Governor wrote a 
partisan veto, his objection being that it ap 
plied only to the Democratic cities of New 
York and Brooklyn while the Republican 
localities were carefully exem pted. 
And yet 
only the two cities named hail asked for it. 
Then the agitation spread, and all parts of 
the state called for high license. 
The Crosby 
bill of lsys.s was made uniform and appli­ 
cable to nil parts of the state; every objec­ 
tion presented by the Governor in his veto 
was carefully omitted from the new bill. 
Yet once more there was only one Democrat 
who dared support it -B agley of Greene. 
who has since been left nut of public life. 
Tile whisky [tower continued to hold its grip 
upon the Governor, and the Governor eon 
tinned to w hip in the m ends rs of his party. 
This bill passed, and the Governor again is­ 
sued his veto. 
He objected that the licenses 
were too high, and talked about the need of 
codifying the laws, and suggested a com m is­ 
sion for this work and also to prepare a new 
bill. 
T he Legislature accepted the suggestion, 
and a commission was appointed. 
It pre­ 
pared u bill w hich was not a high license bill 
at all, though it slightly raised the license 
fees and made the present law more restric­ 
tive. 
It is still a question in many of the 
most intelligent minds in the slate, w hether 
the liquor trade would not have received 
greater benefit than injury from its enact­ 
m ent. 
As a compromise measure, calculated 
to satisfy all interests and all opinions, it 
probably could not have been im proved. To 
meet more nearly the tem perance sentim ent 
of the state the Veddcr tax bill was passed as 
a separate measure 
Between these two bills 
the Governor could have taken his choice; 
he was not expected to approve them both. 
Ile vetoed them both, and made for himself 
a record which is now filling him with alarm . 
He could have escaped this record by signing 
either of the two bills. 
He could have given 
an overwhelm ing contradiction to the l>oast 
m ade in the convention of the State Liquor 
Dealers' Association, that no measure of 
which the liquor men disapproved would 
ever be signed by Gov. Hill. 
W e repeat there is yet time, in the rem ain­ 
ing two years ami a half o f Hill's term , to 
escape the odious distinction of New Y ork’s 
W hisky Governor. 
Unless he does this the 
liquor interest will become the ruler of the 
state, just aa Tam m any became in Tw eed’s 
time. 
The trade will be made practically 
free, laws for the punishm ent of offenders 
w ill be nullified, the Sahlmth will be obliter­ 
ated, anet the people will find their taxes 
multiplied through the swelling of the vol­ 
um e of vice and crime. 
T here is no doubt 
that the G overnor's policy is strengthening 
the Dem ocratic party very rapidly. 
It 
filling our cities with the outcast dealers from 
high license1 and prohibition states, and every 
man thus colonized becomes a Democrat and 
every new saloon a center of Dem ocratic in 
fiuence.

AN CDIOUS DISTINCTION. 


Gov. Hill has declared his unwillingness to 
go down to history as the W hisky Governor 
of the state of New York. 
W e sincerely 
hope that the Governor will manage to escape 
this odious distinction. 
Hehas yet two years 
and a half in office,Jand this is ample time 
for an active and sagacious man who has had 
the misfortune to make mistakes, to place 
himself right before the people. 
All good 
citizens, whether Republicans. Democrats or 
Prohibitionists, have a larger stake in the wel­ 
fare of the state, and especially in the protec­ 
tion of the public peace and morality, than 
they have in the political overthrow or ad­ 
vancement of Gov. Hill’s fortunes. 
If there­ 
fore he shall win the confidence of his con­ 
stituents and wipe out the discreditable rec­ 
ord that has made him apprehensive of going 
down to history in disgrace, nobody will re­ 
gret any advantage that he may derive from 
it. 
He 
may 
be 
even 
able 
in 
this 
way 
to 
reach 
the 
Presidency. 
The 
people 
would 
not 
be overtaken 
with 
despair or even alarm if an honest and decent 
Democrat should attain to that office, but 
they do not want a man there who would 
veto the Ten Commandments if he had the 
power, and they believe Gov. 11 ill is morally 
capable of just such an act. 
The people and the Legislature of the state 
have not been playing the hypocrite in the 
support and passage of the reform measures 
which the Governor has vetoed. 
When high 
license began to lie agitated in New \o rk 
city in 1887 it had the support of the New 
York Sun, World, Herald, 
Times, Staats 
Zeitung, and the Brooklyn Eagle, all Dem 
oeratic pajiers, and the Republican press was 
equally unanimous. 
The first Crosby bill, 
introduced and passed that year, was pre 
pared in the councils of a number of non 
partisan associations. 
It was a bill for New 
York and Brooklyn, the agitation not then 
having reached out into the rural districts 
But the liquor interest issued its orders to the 
Governor, and he in turn took command of 
the Democrats in the Legislature. 
When 
vote was taken Deacon Stevens of Schoharie 
was the only Democrat who supported it 
and 
he 
was 
left 
at 
home 
the next election. 
The Governor wrote 
partisan veto, his objection being that it ap 
plied only to the Democratic cities of New 
York and Brooklyn while the Republican 
localities were carefully exempted. 
And yet 
only the two cities named had asked for it 
Then the agitation spread, and all parts of 
the state called for high license. 
The Crosby 
bill of 1838 was made uniform and appli 
cable to all parts of the state; everv objec 
tion presented by the Governor in his veto 
was carefully omitted from the new bill 
Yet once more there was only one Democrat 
who dared support it —Bagley of Greene 
who has since been left out of public life 
The whisky power continued to hold its grip 
upon the Governor, and the Governor con 
tinued to whip in the members of his party 
This bill passed, and the Governor again is 
sued his veto. 
He objected that the licenses 
were too high, and talked about the need of 
codifying the laws, and suggested a commis 
sion for this work and also to prepare a new 
bill. 
The Legislature accepted the suggestion 
and a commission was appointed. 
It pre 
pared a bill which was not a high license bill 
at all, though it slightly raised the license 
fees and made the present law more restric 
tive. 
It is still a question in many of the 
most intelligent minds in the state, whether 
the liquor trade would not have received 
greater benefit than injury from its enact 
rncnt. 
As a compromise measure, calculated 
to satisfy all interests and all opinions, 
probably could not have been improved. To 
meet more nearly the temperance sentiment 
of the state the Vedder tax bill was passed as 
a separate measure. 
Between these two hills 
the Governor could have taken his choice 
he was not expected to approve them both 
lie vetoed them both, and made for himself 
a record which is now filling him with alarm 
He could have escaped this record by signing 
either of the two bills. 
He could have given 
an overwhelming contradiction to the boast 
made in the convention of the State Liquor 
Dealers’ Association, that no measure 
which the liquor men disapproved would 
ever be signed by Gov. Hill. 
W e repeat there is yet time, in the remain 
ing two years and a half of Hill's term, to 
escape the odious distinction of New-York 
W hisky Governor. 
Unless he does this the 
liquor interest will become the ruler of the 
state, just as Tammany became in Tweed 
time. 
The trade will be made practically 
free, laws for the punishment of offenders 
will be nullified, the Sabbath will be obliter 
atcd, and the people will find their taxes 
multiplied through the swelling of the vol­ 
ume of vice and crime. 
There is no doubt 
that the Govenior's policy is strengthening 
the Democratic party very rapidly. 
It 
filliug our cities with the outcast dealers from 
liigh-license and prohibition states, and every 
man thus colonized becomes a Democrat and 
every new saloon a center of Democratic in 
lluence. 
If the decent people of this state 
propose 
to resent 
and to check this

flux of saloon Democracy, they must be 
quick about it.

The present time is almost a crucial one 
with the Republican party. 
A new admin­ 
istration has just been inaugurated after four 
years of Democratic rule. 
The majority in 
both houses of Congress is small, and in the 
Senate there is more of experience aud of 
the knowledge and skill that come from long 
service on the Democratic than the Republican 
side. 
The administration 
needs all the 
strength that can he gathered in Congress to 
sustain it. 
It needs the best brains and the 
best parliamentary training. 
The occasion 
is not an auspicious one for a change, and we 
heartily rejoice that the ambition of smaller 
and less useful politicians to capture Mr.

age is reported lo have lieon caused to build­ 
ings in several sections of the City, hut tim 
greatest disaster is reported from Brooklyn, 
where two

killed and three others may die. 
In Newark 
one man was killed by the lightning and 
a church set on tire. 
The storm lasted but 
a few minutes, hut was of remarkable sever­ 
ity. 
During the storm a two story and base­ 
ment frame building, owned by John Docs- 
t lier, in the course of erection on the south­ 
east corner of Cooper and Evergreen avenues, 
Brooklyn, suddenly collapsed. 
A number of 
people, Including the workmen, had taken 
shelter in lim building. 
All but fivecsenped. 
Two of this nu rn lier were killed and tile rest 
probably fatally injured. 
Just how the acci­ 
dent happened, no one seems to know. It 
was during the height of the storm.

Ik r of bystanders aver that a small sired cy­ 
clone came whistling along and struck the 
unfinished building. The builders had erected 
a Nix like structure around the house, prepar­ 
atory to finishing the inside work.

In Newark 
one man was killed by the lightning and 
a church set on lire. 
The storm lasted but 
a few minutes, but was of remarkable sever­ 
ity. 
During the storm a two-story and base­ 
ment frame building, owned by John Does- 
her, in the course of erection on the soutb- 
ast corner of Cooper and Evergreen-avenues, 
Brooklyn, suddenly collapsed, 
A number of 
people, including ibe workmen, bad taken 
shelter in the building. 
All but live escaped. 
wo of this number were killed and the rest 
probably fatally iujured. 
Just how the acci­ 
dent happened, no one seems to know. It 
was during the height of the storm. 
A uum- 
>er of bystanders aver that a small-sized cy- 
lone came whistling along and struck the 
unfinished building. The builders had erected 
1 box like structure around the house, prepar­ 
atory to finishing the inside work. 
The wind 
found a vent in this and went whistling up 
ike flames through au elevator shaft, and 
struck the roof and lifted it off. 
The sudden 
wrench shook the walls, and, with a visible 
remor, they fell outward. 
Cries for help 
lartled the affrighted neighbors, who at once 
tarled the report that a dozen people had 
been killed. 
Police Captain Dunn, of the 
Fourteenth Precinct, had been in the mean- 
ime summoned, and with his reserve force 
tarted for the scene. 
Four ambulances had 
dso liecn called. 
Upon their arrival the 
police and ambulance surgeons found a corn- 
ilete wreck. 
The house iay prostrate on the 
round.

People W ho May or May NTot he RorrowYng 
Trouble T hese Day *. 
The peo ple o f Ellenv ille, since the news 
first came o f the terrible disaster iu tlie 
Co ncmaugh Valley, hav e spent m any ho urs 
in co nv ersatio n abo ut alleged dangers which 
threaten that v illage fro m water dam m ed up 
near it and which if it bro ke lo o se m ight 
sweep away the place o r at least destro y 
tho usands o f do llars’ wo rth o f pro perty and 
perhaps m any liv es. Abo ut three miles fro m 
Ellenv ille, and sev eral hundred feet abo v e 
its lev el, is the Cape Po nd which is a large 
sheet o f water fro m three to fiv e miles in 
length. 
This po nd w as fo rmed by building 
a dam o n a stream and was erected fo r the 
purpo se o f furnishing w ater po w er fo r a 
saw-mill, but is no w used as a reserv o ir by 
the Delaware et H udso n Canal Co mpany. 
Just abo v e the “ still w ater” o f the Cape 
Po nd and w ith an o utlet leading thereto is 
what is kno wn as the Dro wned Lands Po nd. 
T his 
also 
o nce 
furnished 
w ater po wer 
fo r 
a 
saw m ill 
but 
the 
mill 
is 
no 
lo nger there. 
The dam is said to be in an un­ 
safe co nditio n. 
In lo ng co ntinued rains an 
immense quantity o f water co llects in tlie 
Dro wned Lands Po nd and if its o ld dam 
sho uld then break away the Cape Po nd dam 
co uld no t bo ld its released waters in additio n 
to its o wn. 
The Superintendent o f the 
canal div isio n which includes Elleuv iile has 
v isited tlie dam to exam ine its co nditio n. To 
still further add to the fears o f the Elleuv iile 
peo ple is the alleged bad co nditio n o f the 
dam 
at 
the 
large 
po nd 
at 
Green 
field, 
abo ut 
fiv e 
miles 
fro m 
Ello n- 
v ille. 
The o utlet o f the Greenfield po nd 
is a branch o f the same stream that leads 
fro m the two po nds abo v e mentio ned to El 
lenv ille. 
Sho uld all these three po nds giv e 
away during a freshet the result upo n the v il 
lage o f Ellenv ille wo uld be disastro us.

T he engineer was o rdered “ to 
rev erse the engine ” and back o ut o n Uuio n- 
av enue. 
An attem pt to do so was m ade, but 
it was fo und that the ro ller wo uld neither 
back no r go ahead. Picks were then put in the 
rear wheels, the Co mmittee pro bably pre­ 
sum ing that if the ro ller wheels eo uld “ get 
a go o d ho ld” the machine wo uld be go tten 
o ut o f “ the difficulty” in that way. 
The en­ 
gine w as started up o nce mo re. 
Then there 
was a crash, and the w ater in the tank near 
tlie brake wheel po ured o ut. One o f the picks 
Lad slipped o ut and had ripped a ho le abo ut a 
fo o t in length in the tank.

This pond was formed by building 
a dam on a stream and was erected for the 
pur|N)*e of furnishing waler power for a 
saw mill, hut is now used a* a reservoir by 
Hic Delaware A Hudson Canal Company. 
Just above the "still water” of lilt* Cape 
Pond QDd with an outlet leading thereto is 
what is known as the Drowned Lind* Pond

The dam is said to In- in an un­ 
safe condition. 
In long continued rains an 
immense quantity of water collects in the 
Drowned Lunds Pond and if its old (lain 
should then break away Hie Cu|n- Pond dam 
could not hold its rek-uH-d waters in addition 
to its own.

that a halt had better he made until the ar­ 
rival of the other meddlers of the Com­ 
mittee. 
When Alderman Brinnier came it 
was decided 
to "go on anyway.’’ After 
crossing t tic West Shore Railroad track on 
Lu ion avenue— Alderman 
Weiss 
having 
joined the party in the meantime—the roller 
came to a standstill and the efforts of the en­ 
gineer to get it started again were futile for 
a long time. 
Alderman Dederiek the ab­ 
sent member of the Committee, was sent for. 
After a conference the,.' Chairman of the 
Committee directed Hie Street Superintend­ 
ent to 
go in search of Edward 
Gas 
kell, 
a 
practical 
engineer. 
Mr. Gas­ 
ket! 
refused 
to 
touch 
the roller, but 
agreed to run it to-morrow. 
Finally the en 
gitieer succeeded in getting the machine- 
started. 
After two or three more stops, 
Bowery street 
was

City Hall—nearly half a mile—in about an 
hour and a half. 
Aft r traversing about HK) 
feet on the Bowery the wheels of the roller 
sank in the mud and it began sliding from

W HAT MIGHT HAPPEN AT ELLENV1LE 


P e o p le W ho M ay or M ay N ot b e lio rro w tn 
T rou b le T h ese D ays. 
The people of Ellenville, since the new 
first came of the terrible disaster iu the 
Concmaugh Valley, have spent many hours 
in conversation about alleged dangers which 
threaten that village from water dammed up 
near it and which if it broke loose m ight 
sweep away the place or at least destroy 
thousands of dollars’ worth of property and 
perhaps many lives. About three miles from 
Ellenville, and several bundled feet abov 
its level, is tbe Cape Pond which is a large 
sheet of water from three to five miles in 
length. 
This pond was formed by buildin_ 
a dam ou a stream and was erected for the 
purjiosc of furnishing w ater power for 
saw mill, but is now used as a reservoir by 
the Delaware ifc Hudson Canal Company 
Just above tbe “ still water” of the Cape 
Pond and with an outlet leading thereto is 
what is kuowu as the Drowned Lands Pond 
This also 
once 
furnished 
water power 
for 
a 
saw m ill 
hut 
the 
mill 
is 
longer there. 
The dam is said to be in an un 
safe condition. 
In long continued rains 
immense quantity of water collects in tbe 
Drowned Lands Pond and if its old dam 
should then break away the Cape Pond dam 
could not bold its released waters in addition 
to its 
o w d . 
The Superintendent of the 
canal division which includes Ellenville lias 
visited the dam to examine its condition. T 
stilt further add to the fears of the Ellenville 
people is tbe alleged bad condition of tbe 
dam 
at 
the 
large 
pond 
at 
Green 
field, 
about five 
miles 
from 
Ellen 
ville. 
The outlet of tbe Greenfield pond 
is a branch of the same stream that leads 
from the two ponds above mentioned to El 
leuville. 
Should all these three ponds giv 
away during a freshet the result upon the vil 
lage of Ellenville would be disastrous.

At about 8:30 o’clock this m orning Super­ 
intendent of Streets VanGausbeek ordered the 
engineer, Thomas Capels, to start the nta" 
chine on its journey to Fair-street, which 
was done, the roller being backed down

Alderman 
Thompson 
at 
this 
juncture 
arrived 
and 
told 
the 
Street 
Superintendent 
that a halt had better fie made until the ar­ 
rival of the other members of the Com­ 
mittee. 
W hen Aldermitu Brinnier came it 
was decided 
to “ go on anyw ay.” 
After 
crossing the West Shore Railroad track on 
Uuiou avenue— Alderman 
Weiss 
having 
joined the party in the meantime—the roller 
came to a standstill and the efforts of the en­ 
gineer to get it started again were futile for 
long time.

gine was started up once more.

was a crash, and the water in the tank near 
ihe brake wheel poured out.
